HOW THE RACE. WAS SAILED 


Nar FORK, Aug. 31. When the pre- 
paratory signal Was flred at 11:30, the wind 
was still dropping off and had a strength 
of scarcely more than five or six miles an 
hour, 

The struggle for position at the start 


began before the warning gun was fired. 
each master making a great effort to get 
the better place. 

Today Shamrock seemed to have a little 
more Mife and Captain Wringe was able 
tq gét her-out from beneath the great 
dblanketing sails of Reliance. 

At 11:44, one minute before the starting 
gun was fired, both boats were holding 
along the starboard tack, with Reliance a 
trifle in the lead. Half a minute before 
the starting gun was fired, jib topsails 
were broken out on both boats. 

The starting gun was fired at 11:45, with 
oth boats to the leeward of the line. Thev 
mmediately trimmed their sheets and went 
ross the line on the starboard tack, Re- 
dance a little to windward. , 

The wind at the start was blowing about 
7 miles an hour, and both yachts at once 
headed toward the Long Island shore. 
Each carried the same sails with large 
club topsails and intermediate baby jib 
topsails. Immediately after crossing the 
line, Shamrock went to port, Reliance fol- 
lowing her example 30 seconds later. For 
five minutes they sailed on the port tack. 
Reliance was pointing magnificently to 
windward, but smashing the seas badly. 
Bhamrock apparently was unable to hold 
8@ high a wind, but there was little change 
in their positions when they threw back 
again to starboard, Reiiance being first to 
break tack and Shamrock (following 
promptly. 

During the first half-hour after the start 
the yachts made three tacks but the wind 
belng light at 12:15 they had scarcely cov- 
ered more than two riles of the course. 

Reliance, as usual, si ymed to gain stead- 
fly, and at 12:20 was apparently leading 
be an eighth or quarte. of a mile. 

Shamrock in ell the tacks that were made 
Up to this point was the first to make (he 
move, the Reliance following inside of a 
_@iinute. The wind at 12:20 was blowing 
not more than five or six miles an hour. 

Aa the yachts beat;slowly to windward 
the heavy ground swell lifted the bows of 
the racers so that their fins could be seen. 
The wind seemed to suit Shamrock better, 
ena she made easier work of the long 
ewell, though Rellance was pointing higher. 

The yachts were making slow time of it 
and were being greatiy retarded by the 
flood tide. 

-At 1 o'clock hope that the yachts wouid 
finish within the time limit began to dis- 
appenr.

PITTSBURG, Aug. $1.—According to 
Frank Buchanan, president of the Inter- 
national Bridge and Structural Iron 
Workers, it is planned to amalgamate the 
estructural trades into a 


mighty national building trades council 


of 600,000 workmen and the absorption by 


these six of the smaller building trades, 
such as granite cutters, marble polishers, 
stone cutters, etc. 

Mr. Buchanan says one meeting to fur- 
ther this object has been held and an- 
other will be held at Indianapolis on Oct. 
7 to perfect the organization. This meet- 
ing will be attended by national officers 
representing the United Brotherhood of 
Carpenters and Joiners; the Bricklayers 


and Masons International Union, the United 


Association of Plumbers, Gas _ Fitters, 
Steam Fitters and Helpers; the Brother- 
hood of Painters, Decorators and Paper- 
hangers, and the Building Trade Laborers’ 
International Union. 

At the root of the proposed organiza- 
tion is a decision of its promoters to in 
a great measure abolish strikes.

MILLION, MILLION, WHO’S 
GOT THE MILLION? 
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Uncle Sam’s Faithful Servants ‘Jugal Immense Public Fund 
Belonging to Oklahoma With Seeming Impunity— 


Now Said to Be in St. Louis Subtreasury * 


Gen. Bernard G. Farrar. assistant United 
States treasurer in charge of the St. Louts 
subtreasury, was asked by the Post-DIs- 
patch Monday when his office had. re- 
ceived the fund proceeding from the sale of 
lots in the Kiowa country, now Oklahoma, 
and said to be in his charge subject to 
the order of Secretary of the Intertor 
Hitchcock. 

Gen. Farrar's attention was called to dis- 
patches from Washington stating that 
United States Treasurer Roberts had lo- 
cated the fund in the St. Louis subtreas- 
ury on Aug. but was unable to say 
when it had been placed there 

“If the department in Washington says 
the money ts here it here.”” said Gen. 
Farrer. “The department knows all about 
every bit of money and everything done 
in this office. I report every day. I have 
no authority to give out information re- 
garding such funds.”’ 

“(Vill you not state when this fund was 
received by the subtreasury since after 
a thorough search of the records tn Wash- 
ington, the treasurer says he does not 
know?” 

“Ah, but the department in Washington 
knows all about every cent of money in 
this office and about everything that was 
done. If the officials there do not give 
out the information I shall not. Every- 
thing is known there. If they don’t know, 
I don’t.”’ 

‘‘Do you mean that there is a fund, said 
to be $1,000,000, on deposit here that no- 
body knows when it was received?’’ 

‘“‘Now, don't ask me about that. I shal] 
not give out any Information unless I 
have orders from Washington. Again I 
say if the department says that fund is 
here, it is here and I will pay it out only 
at the order of the proper official. If 
that is Secretary Hitchcock In this case, 
why hie order is effective." 

General Farrar refused to discuss the 
fund further. 

The money tn question is said to ap- 
proximate $1,000,000, which was received 
from the sale of town lots in Lawton, 
Anadarko and Hobart, O. T., three of the 
largest county seats in the Kiowa country. 

The money was to be used for improve- 
ment in those towns and charges have been 
preferred by the mayor of Lawton that not 
a cent of it has been expended. 

He charged further that the money had 
been deposited with the St. Louis Union 
Trust Co... an institution im which Secre- 
tary Hitchcock and some of his friends

were interested. o— was denied by the

secretary and by the bank officials. 

To prove the secretary's contention that 
it was in the St. Louis.subtreasury, Treas- 
urer Roberts, after the matter had been 
presented to him last week, began an in- 
vestigation. Dispatches say he found the 
monev was in the treasury on Aug. 2, 
but could not say when it was deposited. 

It is belleved that he found the first trace 
of it in General Farrar’s dally reports at 
the time the money was received, although 
the treasurer did not state where he lo- 
cated it. 

His investigation showed that the big 
fund had not been audited by the auditor 
of the Interior Department as is the rule 
and the treasurer himself, when first asked 
regarding it, said he was not aware of its 
existence, although it is sald to have been 
indirectly under his charge since 1900. 

He sent to the office of the auditor of the 
Interior Department, but could find there 
no record of the fund’s receipt or of the 
expenditure of any part of it. 

Mr. Richards, head of the general land 
offie, says the money is under the care of 
Secretary Hitchcock as trustee and that it 
is subject solely to the secretary's order. 
It is further contended that he can use 
it in any way he sees fit, drawing on it 
when he chooses. 

The treasury officials say the law does 
not designate the secretary as trustee. At 
the same time they say that if such were 

1¢ case the money should have been audit- 

d the same as any other public money and 
thus the secretary of the tInterlor wou'd 
have been relieved from the present aitu- 
ation. as the treasury records would show 
its receipt and disposition. 

As a matter of fact they say the money. 
caming from the sale of public lands. 
showld heve been in charge of the official 
at the land office authorized to handle pub- 
lic moneys. In this way the fund would 
have been carefully audited and an account 
made of it instead of merely depositing it 
in St. Loufs. 


Towns in Need 
of Water Supply. 


The charges against Secretary Hitch- 
cock were preferred by the mayor of 
Lawton August 29. He said repeated ap- 
peals had been made to the secretary to 
secure use of the money, but without 
avail. 

Lawton has $410,900 to its credit, and 
its council has provided for the expendl- 
ture of $150,000 of this for water works. 
The other towns have similar amounts 
and are also in need of waterworks. 

They have no protection at present 
from fire and their water supply its se- 
cured chiefly by hauling water in bar- 
rela. 
Secretary Hitchcock has said in reply 
that he did not permit the use of the 
fund by the towns mentioned because. 
after making an investigation, he had 
found that “there .was a gang of looters 
down there,” and he feared the money 
would be wasted.

The suit case was found Monday morning 
by ITdeut. Michael Doyle, hidden in the al- 
ley back of the postoffice, and the police 
now believe that it was the intention of 
the robbers to enter and rob the postoffice. 
after they had looted the bank. Postoffice 
Inspector Dice of St. Louis has taken the 
matter up for investigation. 

The electric attachment was equipped 
with a loogw wire so that it could be at- 
tached to an electric light fixture in the 
building where the safe was to be opened. 
The current thus secured would be used on 
the knob of the safe to open it and thus 
secure entrance to the safe without the 
use of explosives. 

In addition to this

Spies says he never stole anything until 
he fell in with the Chicago gang. When 
arrested a letter written in German was 
found on Spies. It was from one of the 
Chicago gang, inclosing a money order for 
$2.50 in payment for some stolen property 
which Spies had sent on from St. Louis 
and notifying the youth not to send any 
more “you know,” Snies explained that 
“you know’ meant silk waists, which he 
had stolen from a downtown store. 

The police aré keeping the identity of 
the Chicago gang secret. hop!ng to gather 
sufficient evidence to enable them to cap- 
ture the éntire company. 

Among the large stores whose representa- 
tives identified goods found in possession 
of Spies were Nugent's, Crawford's, Grand 
Leader, Famous and Penny & Gentles. 

Spies said in his confession to Chief Des- 
mond that se@veral other youths besides 
nimself were engaged in robbing stores in 
various cities and sending the plunder to 
the Chicago ‘“‘fence.”” Boys are taken in, 
he said, trained and then sent out to steal. 

This is the first time the police have 
learned of youths betng sent from one city 
to another for the purpose of stealing.

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CHURCH LAND SALE 
FOR PHILIPPINES 


Terms That Pius X and Propaganda 
Will Make With the United 
States. 


DISPOSITION OF MONEY OPEN 


Introduction of American Priests Slow 
Work, Because They Do Not Care 
to Leave Native Land. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch. 
(Copyright, 1903, by the Press Publishing Co.) 
ROME, Aug. 31.—The favorite nephew of 

Pius X has just been discovered in the 
person of a 3-year-old baby, the son of the 
late Joseph Cecchini and Henrietta Sarto, 
a niece of the Pove. 

His parents were married in Venice by 
the then patriarch in 1897. and both died 
goon after. The child was named Joseph 
in honor of his great uncle. The then 
Cardinal Sarto took pity on the litthe or- 
phan and had him taken to his Venetian 
residence. where he became his constant 
companion, taking his. meals at the same 
table and sharing the company of the 
future Pope at all hours and places. 

As Pius X is very fond of the little gold- 
en hatred child. because, he says, of his 
misfortunes. it is believed that his future 
is assured, and that the Pope will pro- 
vide for his education an@ career. 

The sacred congregations have resumed 
their ugual meetings. 

The most interesting matter at present 
under consideration for the church in the 
United States is the question of the re- 
Ugious orders in the Philippine Islands. 


As for the question of substituting Amer- 
ican for native clergy. the congregation 
has decided to comply with the wishes of 
Gov. Taft in the selection of new bishops, 
and four of them have already been chosen 
from the American clergev and are on their 
way to the islands to assume their duties. 

A little more difficult has been the task 
of finding secular priests willing to leave 
their homes and friends and take up parish 
work in the tropical islands. Some of the 
new bishops will take along a few priests 
or nuns from the United States and Ire- 
land as Rishon Hendrick lately declared 
he intended to do. but the number of these 
will be limited, amd the ereatest part of the 
parishes In the Philippine Islands wil! stil] 
be in the hands of the religious orders. 


Hard Task to 


Find Americans. 
The propaganda has urged the generals 
of the orders concerned to select from 


other countries, especially from the United 
States, as many monks as possible to do 
the work of those to be removed from the 
islands, but the exnenses involved are great 
and few have consented so far. 

No general or other supertor in a relig- 
fous order can compel, under the law of 

lence, any of his subjects to go to a 
stant missionary country and thus the 
yenerals find themselves very much hand- 
leapped. Only about a dozen monks have 
been found so far who would agree to 
change their field of labor, so that, to all 
appearances. the friars of the Philippines 
will have to remain where they are at 
least for a long time. 

Both the propaganda and the generals 
concerned are in favor of the sale of the'r 
lands to the United States government, aS 
to ea ey, Gov. Taft, in order that the 
Filipinos ght. find {t easier to make a 
living by purchasing back from the gov- 
— such lands on the installment 

n. ! 

As long as these lands are pald for at a 
reasonable price, there will not be any 
d'fficulty in obtaining papal permission for 
their alienation. 

The main cbstacle és to be found in the 
disposal of the money so obtained. Both 
the United States government and the Vati- 
can authorities have expressed a desire 
that the money should remain in the is- 
lands and be applied to the support of the 
parish churches, whose only income was 
derived from the lands. 


Orders Will Not 
Be Dicteted To. 


The religious orders, however, do not 
wish to be dictated to. They claim the 


lands as the peneres property of the orders 
and pretend that the money obtained from 
thelr sale shail be applied for the good of 
the orders in general, especially in case 
they are compelled to vacate their.parishes. 
The immemorial privileges they possess, 
according to Canon law, seemingly give 
them the right to oppose any legislation on 
the point under dispute. 

The religious orders command a great 
deal of influence in the Eternal City, and 
when any question is pending that would 
threaten an infringement of their rights, 
they will be found all united against the 
common danger, even if some of them are 
not directly concern 

Just now in Rome a eat deal is being 
done by the peperais of the orders to ob- 
tain a favorable solution of the Philippine 
question and the fact that both Archbishop 
Harty of St. Louis and Rishop Hendrick 
were consecrated in Franciscan churches 
and honored by the presence of the Do- 
minican and Franciscan generals at dinner 
will explain much about the methods usid 
by the religious orders to gain their point. 

Pius X and the propeganda therefore 
will not issue any special decree regpoving 
the religious ordtrs from the islands; 
neither will Rome make more than a grad- 
ual change from the native clergy to Amer- 
ican priests. The only decrea which may 
be expected will be the one authorizing the 
sale of the lands held by the religious 
orders, leaving open the question of the 
final disposition of the money thus ob- 
tained from the American government.

If a blockade is deemed necessary, it 
will not be of the pacific kind. 

Any blockade the United States de- 
clares on Turkish forts will be tanta- 
mount to a declaration of war. 

The President and his advisers intend to 
force a settlement of all questions pend- 
ing. 

If the Turkish minister comes to the state 
department, he will have his fatigue for 
his reward. 

He will be told that the way for Turkey 
to preserve America's friendship is to stop 
lying to Minister Leishman and to do what 
she agrees. 

A war with Turkey would not be a seri- 
ous matter. She has no navy worthy of 
the name. and a war would consist chiefiy 
of blockades and reprisals on Turkish com- 
merce, which in the Mediterranean is val- 
uable enough for the United States to re- 
coup any losses she might suffer by taking 
measures to furce Turkey to live up to her 
obligations.

These could not be licensed by the county 
and could not be a source of revenue. The 
county does not lose anything on those so 
located. but they are permitted to run, the 
eaters attorney alone deriving benefit from 
them. 

But a number, not clearly determined, 
are saloons located where there is no pro- 
hibition against them bel sed. Mr. 
Farmer says there are twelve to fifteen of 
these. The joss to the county on each 
of these is $150 or $0, accordl to whether 
beer alone is sold or beer and liquors. 

The report of State’s Attorney Farmer 
for the fiscal year ending F 
198, shows that the ircome to him from 
the office for twelve months was $14,956.06. 
The records of the circuit clerk's office 
show thit, of this amount, 89530 was con- 
tributed by unlicensed saloonkeepers in the 
form of fines and fees. 

The usual fine of a man who sells only 
beer is $40 at each of the three terms of 
court each vear, and of one who sells” 
beer and liquors.

In escaping from an assassin’s bullet Vice-Consul Magelssen 
in Beirut has been guilty of a gross ingratitude to the admin- 
istration. Seldom has such an opportunity to bring on a war 
been presented, and in not taking advantage of it, Magelssen 
has made a diplomatic blunder that will doubtless cost him 
his job. A representative of this nation who is so lost to all 
sense of our national glory as to basely avoid allowing him- 
self to be assassinated, is unworthy of the position he holds.

All the conditions must be favorable to 
sieep. The bedroom should be quiet, dark, 
and airy. In winter it is better to have 
the window away up than to shut it so 
that a knife-edged draught shall chill an 
exposed shoulder. The temperature of the 
bed should be agreeable.

BRANDIED GREENGAGES—To each 12 
pounds of fruit allow eight pounds of sugar 
one pint of water and six pints of the best 
French brandy. Stick the plums with a 
needle as directed for preserves and set 
aside. Boll the sugar and the water to- 
gether till a clear syrup is formed, remov- 
ing all scum. Drop in the gages and boil 
for two minutes. Then remove the ket- 
tle from the fire, pour its contents into a 
large bowl, cover tightly and let them 
stand for 48 hours. Remove che plums 
from the syrup, return to the kettle, place 
over the fire and letthe syrup boil until 
it will form a soft ball when rolled between 
the fingers, after dipping it in ice water. 
Remove from the fire and add the brandy. 
Pack the plume evenly in glass jars 
Fill them to overflowing with the syrup 
and cover tightly. Let them stand for at 
least six weeks before serving. 


CANNED PLUMS—To can plums to per- 
fection choose good quality friut, pick over 
earefully, then weigh and for each quart 
jar td be put up allow eight ounces of 
sugar. To prepare the syrup, first fill one, 
jar with the plums, pour in all the water 
it will hold and then your out again into a 
measuring cup. For each 12 jars to be put 
up allow 18 equal quantities of water and 
put them in the preserving kettle with the 
sugar. Stir until thoroughly dissolved. 
Pack the jars with the fruft and pour in 
syrup to the shoulders of each, then cover 
loosely with the lids. Lay wooden elats 
across the bottom of a large boiler and on 
these stand the jars. Pour the remainder 
of the syrup into a saucepan and stand 
ever the fire to bofl. Pour cold water into 
the boiler up to the shoulders of the jars, 
then cover and stand over the fire. Note 
the time at which the water begins to bo'l, 
Let it boil for ten minutes, then remove 
the boiler from the fire. Lift out each jar 
and fill with the surplus syrup. Fasten the 
cover on tight and return to the boiler. Let 
it stand in the water until cold. Screw the 
lide on tight and stand in a cool place.

WAR OPERA AT THE OLYMPIC 


“When Johnny Comes Marching 
Home” Goes Well—Other 
Theater Openings. 


Hoopskirts took the place of girls on 
the Olympic stage last might when the sea- 
son of 1908-4 open4] with the Whitney Op- 
era Company in “When Johnny Comes 
Marching Home.”’ 

In all the great lyric productions of re- 
cent years the stage has been filled with 
rows upon rows of chorus gins in serried 
columns, who fairly dazzled with their 
numbers. When Johnny came marching 
home at the Olympic last night he found 
the stage filled with an even dozen chorus 
girls and three principals, and even with 
this small number there was scarcely room 
for him to turn about. 

It was the enormous crinolines of the 
period of bellum days that did it. Cer- 
tainly as a salary-saver the hoop skirt is 
a great invention—in a comic opera. 

But there is withq] a picturesqueness 
about the hoop skirt as shown in the op- 
era with a lomg name that pledses. It 
takes one away from the present as few 
other costumes could. In conjunction with 
blue uniforms, Springfield rifies and sol- 
diers who hadn't been shaved for a week, 
it certainly takes one back to the days 
when John did come marching home with 
eager steps and tattered battle flags. It 
creates an atmosnhere that caught last 
night's big audience and pleased quite as 
much as the Ivrics and the music, although 
the latter is of the highest order and 
written in Julian Exiwards’ happiest vein. 

Musically, “When Johnny Comes March- 
ing Home’ is the beet thing heard in 8t. 
Louls since “Dolly Varden.’ It is much 
on the same order. but there are more 
concerted numbers. Then, too, the old war 
tunes are artistically worked in, but not 
in large enough quantities to become tire- 
some or to take away from the new music. 
It is a work of which anv composer may 
well feel proud, and vet it can easily be 
seen why it has net been a great popular 
hit like some of the recent compositions. 

If such an expression may be used, it 
In too good. 

Nevertheless there are some light, 
catchy airs in the opera and all down 
Broadway last night the boys were 
whistling ‘Kate cate, M Southern 
Rose,” and “My Own United States.” For 
fear the audience might not appreciate the 
fact that the latter is a good song, eape- 
cial attention is called to the fact on the 
program. 

1 libretto amounts to little in the way 
of dialogue, although it tells a real melo- 
dramatic story.
